A. tells na that he has had great difficulties with his followers, 
and that there Is now a definite posslblUtj that the Et/elorusslan Ra^ 
will suffer its first split in nanr years. He states that a group of dlssl- 
dents,in Tery- stroog words, has attacked hin (hiring the past two weeks end 
rendered bis position werjr difficult. 

A^ states that the opposition to him is entered In a gronp of enlgres 
which takea strong Issue with him on the matter of collaboration with the 
/tinertcan Coaadttee. This group Is angered by what It terns ■capltulatiori* to 
the Anerlean CoBaittee in connection with the plans for the fomatlon of a 
^lomsslan Section of Radio liberation. The group looks upon this as a re- 
nunciation of the 30 odd years of struggle of the E^Ioiuasians for the re- 
constitution of the Belorussian State, and partlcolarljr conaiders it to be 
^e to the pressure of those idio do not believe that the BynloRissisns base 
any ri^t to an Independaat status. A. states that about Qna-foorth ..of the 
members of the Bw^erussian Rada will desert with its followers. About three- 
fourths will remain with A., and will be prepared to collaborate on Radio 
liberation.

A. states that it will be impossible for hin to continue his control of the 
Belorueeian Ra^, and to do any prodnotlve work of help to us, unless hs 
receives soow help from us for the ensuing month and a half of his stay In 
the United States. Hs asks specifically that he be granted a thousand dollars 
for necessary travel to centers of the Belorussian emigration In the VSA^ 
and for certain’oif hie followers to come to him here in Mew Tork. imong the 
man whom he waild like to bring here is Dr. Zuk-HrySklevic cf the CnlversiB 
of Toronto, whom he r e c i j iaw n de for the Job of Chief Editor of the proposed 
ESrelorcsslan Desk of Radio liberation. 
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As to the %el«nissiaa Desk, A. is Tst? disturted at the Haltatiea 
of this Sectioo to four people. Be belierea that a Binlmai of six Is 
rstjolnid: a dtraetor, a dilef editor, an assistant editor, two speakers, 
and a seoretatT-. Be says that the ^i^russians will Insist on the ssm 
of people as the llu-alalens, and wlU insist on the saaw anouBt of tiae for 
ai7 progran that the Okra lrri a ns night hs*e. If, therefore, the Ukrainian 
broadcast is to be extended to a half boar, the ^elomastiBia will expeet 
the saae for thcnselses.
